Madison arid Granite City Driven 

Out by Mississippi River. 

Thajwing water in the tri-cities, the 
break in the.Cabobis backwater levee, and 
the report that- the Mississippi is jet to 
rise three feet, spreod\ terror, throupb. the 
flood district Tuesday;. The result was the 
practical depopulation of the towns. 

Venice, Madison and Granite City had 
not 5 percent, of their nominal population 
at 6 o'clock. ,The flood rose, fullj two feet 
in the tri-citieB, rendering, the \ situation 
raucb worse than it. was the' day before/; 
; Despite the 'heroic efforts which hare 
been made for a week pasti the. flood hoe 
now floized upon practically the entire in-; 
habited portion of the East Side • with" the 
exception of the higher portions of East 
St. Louis, which axe not yet out of danger. 

A west wind banked the water' of .the 
Mississippi up against ..the, east- shore,' 
caused new breaks in, the levees - and the 
first serious break in the backwater levee. 

Water coming down from the breaks in 
the principal levees overflowed in the farm 
lands to the river line as far as the Chica- 
go & Alton tracks and ' then spread over 
the tmcka and the tri-cities. 
1 Fully another foot of water is sure to 
cover the unfortunate," towns before thej 
flood abateai and 'the destruction' which 
this added rise will [work can not be con- 
sidered without pity. • / 
'.. Not ten blocks in Venice remained out J 
of water and mile after .mile of houseaY 
manufacturing plants, etc., stand " desolate 
and deserted in the, flood without a living, 
aear them. ... 

Hundreds oS tho frailer structures of the 
Iri-citieB have disappeared from tho face 
of tho earth forever, , 

Ten thousand horneless^ones are being 
accommodated as comfortably as possible 
in St.Louis; East St.vLouis, Alton, Mat 
toon and other towns.; ^ 

The repopt of a three-foot rise in- 
river itself was taken to the east -. side 
men in a skitr, who claimed they were s^nt 
over to warn tho tri-cities. 
' The report-so alarmed 'many - th'nt tbfey, 
left their homes nnd the .'towns , withoat 
steeping Ja.cojlect their ^':owni^arire:.yarK 
uable personal property. ... 

Steamers, launches nnd rpwboats, 1 carry- 
ing supplies from St. Louis, decreased suf- 
fering in the flooded district measurably. 

The relief, work in Madison and Venice 
was done indiscriminately, the boats tak- 
ing supplies -wherever it, was learned they 
were needed. 

In Granite City the relief work was 'bet- 
ter organized. Few persons are in actual 
need'at'ihat place. : 

No more bodiea were found but a report 
gained circulation that a woman, her baby 
and seven men were drowned ; on Third 
street, near^the railroad depot, in Madison 
wbilo trying to escape from the (load, 
. The current at that point was a perfect 
torrent, and the bodies were swept away. 
Refugees, who had narrow escapes them- 
selves, tell of the drowning, but do not 
knovr the namcB of tho victimV. 

They say that a boat waa capsized throw- 
ing all its occupants into the water. 

River pirates^thievea. and : thugs of all 
descriptions are looting ■ and robbing at 
their hearts' content the stricken east side 
cities, ■ ■ 

Helpless people from the flooded districts 
say that many unfortunates', lost clothing 
and ether valuables through these wretches 
who hover around the deluged towns like 
vultures'around-carrioni They go from 
place to place in skiffs and have no trouble 
so for in defying capture or identification. 

Tho rise of tbe backwater on East; St. 
Louis caused tbo. hopes of the residents of 
that city, which had risen high: with the 
promise of a fall in the Mississippi, to sink 
again; 

; Hundreds of weary men took up the 
sh o vel ngnin*and began desperately th row- 
ing up temporary dykes to stay the course 
of the flood. " 

There has been no attempt at resum- 
tlon of railroad traffic between St, LouiR 
and East St. Louis. 

No tralna are crossing the Eada ' bridge 
and the Merchants bridge has been out of 
service since Saturday.

The President has returned toWashing- 
ton, physically none the worse for. a trip 
that would have -completely exhausted a 
less vigorous constitution, he says himself 
that he has been benefited by it, he returns 
to Washington with a keener appreciation 
of the needs of the great nation for whose 
welfare he is so largely responsible,' and a 
greater love if that were possible, for the 
country which has greeted him on every 
side with unbounded enthusiasm. In a 
word, Mr. Roosevelt returns to Washi*og: 
ton in closer touch with the great American 
people, , That be feels thla ie evident from 
remarks he has made to several friends, 
' Aa Mr; Roosevelt again takes up the 
reina of government he finds no easy task 
before him. An appalling scandal has de- 
veloped in the Postoffice Department dur- 
ing bis absence, a scandal which he feared 
even before he left Washington, but which' 
no political considerations induced him to 
attempt to smother, regardless of the fact 
that the country was approaching a great 
election, ah election which would deter- 
mine his own political future, he, gave 
orders to probe the irregularities in- the 
Posteffice to the bottom, to hew to the line 
with hut one end in view,' the purification 
of the service, Warm political friends 
utfred him to permit existing conditions to 
remain undisturbed until after election 
but he refused. Theodore Roosevelt is 
alone responsible for the relentless investi- 
gation into postofrtce methods now being 
pursued and it is. with bad grace that-par- 
tisan papers attempt to cast " reflections on 
an adminiatration which has da' ml to un- 
cover the sore that it might be healed. 

There is rejoicing in one division of the 
Po'steffice Department, howeverTThe Dls-i 
trict of Columbia. Court of Appeals has just 
rendered a decision. which makes it possi- 
ble to exclude from the mails a. great class 
of publications which was never intended 
should havo the privilege of the pound rate 
of .postage, accorded to newspapera. This 
class is composed of books published in 
Berial form as, for, instance, the Lakeaide 
■Library Jthe Summer. Libniry.J etc. The 
publishers have been in the habit of com- 
plying with the technical provisions of the 
law and'when finally denied the one cent 
rate they appealed to the courts with the 
result above noted. Another clas9 of pub- 
lication which will be barred from the 
newspjper rate' is composed of alleged 
magazines made up of sheet music. The 
most important feature' of the decision in 
this latter case is the affirmation by the 
court, of the Postmaster General's conten 
tton that his decision as, to what ia and 
whatia not entitled to newspaper rates ie 
a "miuisteral act* 1 which cannot be review- 
ed by the courts. 

Authoritative information has reached- 
ourceireapondent of the organization of 
the Walt street and trust interests in New 
York with the hope of defeating President 
Roosevelt in the next election. ' These men 
Bay they will support any candidate the 
democrats put up and advise the democrats 
to nominate a free ailver man so as to be 
sure of capturing thB Bryan vote. ThiB 
does not mean of bourse that. they have 
been converted to free silver or free trade 
but they have found i President -Roosevelt 
unyiclding'to'tho pressure they have pre- 
sumed to exert and they believe that a dam 
ocrat candidate,, whose election was;accom 
pliehed by their money, would feel so deep- 
ly under obligations, to them that he would 
be as putty in their hands. .Even though 
the election of such aman might result In 
the election also of a democratic House of 
Representatives, they appreciate? that not 
for many years would.it be possible to 
change tbo political complexion of the Sen- 
ate and there would be, therefore . a dead- 
lock in Congress' if the democrats attempt- 
ed to enact any law other than the routine 
appropriation billa. : That such a combl- 
natin can -command .sufficient .votes to 
elect a President ia not regarded as 'prob- 
able, but that it may succeed in making 
trouble for the republicans is possible.

SPRUCE GUM. 



Tho neat Comes. from the. Region of 
Moomehedtl Lake, 

Not until the gum, gatherers of the 
country bad formed & union did the 
many patrons of tho spruce, peach, 
plum, and other appetizing confections 
realize the existence of gum bur vest- 
ing as a special calling. It would ap- 
pear from tbc organization that thoua- 
audti of men, women and children 
make . a good livelihood from extract- 
ing gum from tbc trees. It is not a 
business easily learned, either, tho beat 
workers bclng.tbose who have a know- 
ledge of the proper condition of tho 
trees, 'tapping .those which nro rlpo 
with gum, while not Injuring Itunm- 
turo or barren ones. 

The r gum gatherers eny that their 
trnde is growing harder ench year 
on account of tbc pulp mills and other 
industries which "cat" tip the . trees: 
for their, uses and thus destroy mem- 
bers of the spruce and other' families 
that make the. gum harvest. Tboy arc 
obliged to travel great distances to 
glean their* gum products and the 
blnck spruce trees, chief of gum pro- 
ducers, are growing scarcer and Bcnrcer 
each Benson. They want higher wages 
and the prlco of gum raised. 

"Some of our best gum costs ua 
around sixty centB a pound," said a 
manufacturer, "but we cau afford to 
pay It. " Wo make it up Into small bnrs 
or squares with other mixtures and 
get five cents apiece for tbem. Tho 
medicinal gums are, of course; moro 
expensive, but customers expect them 
to be and We have no trouble la dis- 
posing of tbem. 

"The old Indian guides and hunters 
gather the best gum. They seem to 
know by Instinct where to find It, and 
have a way of preparing and" packing 
It wMcb mnkes It exceedingly palat- 
able. I fancy the best Bprucc gum 
comes from the region of Moo3ehead 
lake, Twin dam, Square lake and 
Katahdln in Maine."— Now York Even- 
ing Post -

The crop rsport Issued by the weather 
bureau soy» the States of the' lower Mls- 
toiiri vnlloy and portions bftlie Miusis* 
llpnl valioy -havo suffered much' from 
icavy ralrtr; especially Iowa, the eastern 
portions of KnusuB and Nebraska nnd 
trestom Missouri. Drought continues 
tti Now England, the:northern portion of 
the middle Atlantic States and In'Flar- 
Idu, nnd rains nro needed in portions of 
the ut-'iitrnl jriilf States and in southern 
reins. Drought conditions huvo been 
rrholly relieved In tbc Ohio valley and 
sver the greater part of the middle and 
tenth Atlantic States. Tlic latter part 
if the week was-uueensanably cool in the 
tower Missouri vnlley, wout gulf, district 
1 nd New England, dam aping frosts oc- 
curring hi the lust'tianiDd district,. Very 
favorable temperatures prevailed In tho 
Ohio valley and south Atlantic gulf 
Stntcs. More favorable conditions than 
in tile previous week nre reported from 
the' Pnclilc const States, much needed 
ibowcrs having occurred in Oregon and 
Washington, Wet weather lias caused, 
further deiny in corn planting In tho 
Missouri • raid unper Mississippi valleys, 
wliero much of this work Is un/jnished 
and the early planted is becoming weedy. 
In the eastern portion of Kansas and 
Nobrnskn and in Iowa com fields bare 
been badly washed out nnd much replant- 
ing will be necessary. In Iowa tho acre- 
age wilt ho materially reduced. In Illi- 
nois planting Is practically finished and 
an excellent Btnnd attained. In central 
and upper Ohio valleys planting is also 
delayed, anil early fields in sonic por- 
tions nre suffering for cultivation. In 
the Southern States corn has experi- 
enced a very favorable week and Is large- 
ly laid by. 

Winter wheat on low lands In the east- 
ern .portions of Kansas and Nebraska 
and northwestern Missouri has sustain- 
ed injury from floods, but on the whole 
the crop has made satisfactory advance- 
ment, an Improvement being generally 
Indicated in the Ohio valley, lake region 
and middle Atlantic States. Harvesting 
is general In Texas and has begun In 
Arkansas arid North Carolina. Winter 
wheat has mndo slow growth In Wash- 
ington and Oregon, and the fields in tho 
eastern portion of Oregon are unusually 
weedy. In California the outlook Is not 
promising and much late wheat Is being 
cut for hay. In Nebraska, the Dakotas 
and northern Minnesota spring wheat 
baa made splendid progress, but in south- 
ern Mlnncnotn, Wisconsin and Iowa tho 
crop on low* lands has suffered much from 
heavy rains,- In Washington and Idaho 
the crop Is grcntly Improved, 

On low lands In the. lower Missouri 
and upper MIsBl<slppI Talleys oato have 
suffered from heavy rains, but on the 
whole tbc crop has done well, and In tho 
Ohio vnlley a great Improvement is re- 
ported. In New York' and Pennsylvania 
the outlook Is not promising. 

Further Improvement In the condition 
of cotton Is generally Indicated, but .the 
crop as a rule is. from two^to three weeks 
late, The week Iiob been favorable foi 
transplanting tobacco ami this work- baa 
made rapid progress In the Ohjo .valley 
and the middle Atlantic States.' The 
prospects for apples are promising In 
many of the important apple States. The 
bay crop continues promising In the Mis- 
souri and Upper Mississippi valleys,

'. Frealdcnt'ItooSDvelt left Wttshltigton 
to begin his western, tour at o'clock' 
a. m. April 3, He returued to the cap- 
ital on Juiie 6. In the slxty-alx days tu- 
tor veiling between those dates he trav- 
eled 14,000 mlk'» and made atojia In the 
principal cities of twenty-two States. Ho 
delivered- several hundred addresses, 
some ot them bo important that they are 
practically incorporated in the nation's 
policy.' 

'The President's most notable address, 
delivered .In Chicago on Anril 2, gave a 
new interpretation to the Monroe doc- 
trine. It has been tha subject ut news- 
paper comment In every capita] of the 
old , world. " : The President delivered 
speeches on the trusts and ou the' tariff 
at Milwaukee. At St. Louis the Presi- 
dent made a notable adda k ss at the dedi- 
cation of the Loulslnun Turchase Expo- 
sition, At San Fran elaco, Seattle and 
Tacoraa the chief executive proclaimed 
America's, mastery over the PaclUc ocean, 
showing by cmivincinK nry amenta.- that 
the United States, from Its commanding 
position, was destined to control the com- 
merce of that mighty sea. 

The President's journey across the con- 
tinent and back was not all a public 
function. Kor- sixteen days ho disap- 
peared In Yellowstone Park, taking - a 
rest not only from official business but, 
from travel and public sneaking. 
^Details of Long Journey. 
The President's Journey carried hfm 
first to Chicago, then to the great North- 
west, including, the States o^ Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, North Dakota and' Montana. 
After 'his blxtetm days', stay' In- Yellow- 
stone Park he turned eastward, passing 
through South Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa 
and Missouri to ■ St. Louts, where ' he as- 
Blstcd la the formal dedication of the ex- 
position buildings and grounds, 
] Prom St, Louis the President turned 
westward again, traversing Kansas, 
Colorado, Now Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, 
to the Pacific coast. Then northward 
his journey took him through California, 
Oregon nnd Washington, to the Puget 
soifnd country, . He returned eastward 
through Idaho, Montana and Wyoming. 
' During the long journey of 14,000 miles 
the President met with not a single ac- 
cident. Not a mishap marred the Jour- 
ney. He was accompanied by Secret 
servlce'men. 

President Roosevelt finished bis trsns- 
MIssls<lppl . tour nnd early Wednesday 
morning ho entered. Illinois on the last 
stage:' of his long journey from the na- 
tional capital to the Pacific coast and 
back ngaln. Wherever the train stopped 
the President wns greeted shy an enthu- 
siastic crowd, Following are the Illinois

her expectations; In the Urst - four 
months of this year the doors of the 
Dominion opened' to 40,072 persons, ac- 
cording to a report prepared' by the 
committee' on agriculture and colonisa- 
tion of tho Canadian Parliament This;' 
Is almost twice ' n as large 'as the Immi- 
gration la the corresponding months 
last year, and fully three times as 
large as In JG01 f the respective figures 
betni* 221482 and 13,303. 

"Most of these /newcomers have 
been attracted -by the wheat lands of 
the Northwest territories.. They have 
moved' direct from Winnipeg and they 
have turned) that "city into a. great 
camp, In which they have been fitting, 
themselves out <for the last stage of 
their adventure for new homes. 
' "Of the immigration .of this spring 
a little over a third bna come. from. 
Great Britain^ the figure being 10,457. 
This Is three times as large as the 
British Immigration of the correspond- 
ing mouths of the preceding year, and 
It Is within 2,500 of tbe number of Im- 
migrants that the United States at- 
tracted from : .

Soon Number 200,000. 

President Diaz does not believe In 
limiting his military establishment. 
Although the ^republic has' -long been 
at peace, he la, pursuing a policy of 
military expansion which, seems like- 
ly to develop. a highly efficient system, 
of national defense. It is .the. desire 
of President 'Diaz that within two 
years the Mexican .government shall 
be able on short notice to mobilize 
an army of 200^000 thoroughly trained 
and perfectly equipped soldiers. To 
make thlB result possible more than 
300,000, boys and young men are now 
receiving regular dally, miliary In- 
Btructlo"n In 11,000 public schools of 
Mexico and the army will bo recruited 
from their number. 

This pragram for the creation of a 
greater Mexican army is supplemented 
with plans for a larger naval estab- 
lishment, two vessels' for which, are 
now under construction. In this de- 
velopment of her military resources 
Mexico Is following the natural policy 
of enlightened nations. It is believed 
In same Quarters that the Integrity of 
Mexican Institutions will be severely 
tested when President Diaz retires 
from office and that a strong govern- 
ment, including an effective military 
establishment, will be needed to pro- 
tect the republic against serious . In- 
ternal disorder. It Is possible with 
a view to providing for such aa emer- 
gency that the present movement for 
a large and trustworthy army has been 
Instituted.

SILK DRESSES OF TIN. 



Nearly 75 Per Cent of the So-Called 
Silk Is Tin, Pure and Simple. 

A Chicago chemist declares that 75 
per cent of the so-called silk used for 
skirts, blouses, and dresses Is nothing 
less than tin, pure find simple. 

He asserts that the practice o! sub- 
stituting tin for vegetable weighting 
substances originated In Germany, 
The vegetable matters were no detri- 
ment, though equsl brilliancy of color 
was not obtainable, and there was not 
the same sheen and "feet" when han- 
dled ob that produced by the real: silk, 
which has the rustle so pleasing to 
ladles' ears. "The practice of the 
dyer," he explains, "to whose hands 
the. silk yarn Is intrusted for dyeing 
and weighing, 1b to boll It, and In so 
doing he reduces every sixteen ounces 
to twelve, thUB eliminating the nat- 
ural gummy substance and the for- 
eign matter added for tho purpose of 
spinning. The twelve ounces were 
then brought to fourteen by the use 
of tannic acid, etc.' To-day by tho 
' substitution. ot. tin, -the twelve ounces 
ore raised to sixteen ounces, or oven 
thirty ounces." 

"The proportion of 'weighting' 1b 
more than tbxk In black sllk/'-^ald a 
manufacturer to whom tbls statement 
waa submitted. "Frequently only one- 
fourth of tho woven material is real 
silk; the other three parts are tin and 
dye," 

Any woman can test for herself 
whether the silk she is buying Is tin 
weighted. Let her hold some threads 
In s flame, and .the genuine will leave 
an ash resembling, that of wool when 
burned, with no traces of filament, 
while the tin weighted simply loses 
Its color and tenacity, each thread re- 
maining distinct In a thin wire gauze.

How It Feels to ■ Be Sucked Under 
■ Water by a Foundered Steamer. 

In the Edinburgh Medical Journal 
James A. Lawsan gives an; interesting 
description of his thrilling experience 
when he was dragged under water by 
. a sinking ship, • When he was far 
down' in .the swirling waters be 
struck out for the surface, but only 
went ^further,;, down. This exertion 
was a serious'^ waste of breath; and 
after what 'appeared to be ten. or. fif- 
teen seconds the' effort of inspiration 
could no longer, be'restratned, and 
pressure of the chest begun to develop'. 

The most striking thing be remeni* 
be red was the great pain In the chest, 
which Increased at every effort to ex- 
piration and inspiration. It seemed 
as If be were in a vise, which was 
gardually being screwed up, until it 
felt the sternum and spinal column 
must break. The "gulping" process 
became more frequent for about ten 
efforts and hope was then eitln- 
gulshed. 

The pressure after thoso gulps 
seemed unbearable, but gradually the 
pain seemed to ease up, as the car- 
bonic acid was accumulating la the 
blood.. At the same timo the efforts 
at Inspiration, with their accompany- 
ing gulps of water, occurred at longer 
and longer Intervals, Tho writer's 
mental condition was then such that 
ho appeared to be In a pleasant dream, 
but still had snough will power to 
think of friends at home, etc. Be- 
fore finally losing consciousness the 
chest pain had completely disap- 
peared, and sensation was actually 
pleasant. When consciousness re- 
turned he found himself on the sur- 
face of the water (probably from the 
action of the life belt), and finally 
managed 'to reach shore.

Ago, but it Sank-

a short time ago it was shown that 
wirelesB telegraphy was over thirty 
years old, and that Mr. Loomls was 
trying to Interest people In It For 
a half dozen years. experiments havo 
been made with submarine boats, 
There bos beekn a deal of talk about 
them first and lost Factions for and 
against them have been formed In 
the navy, and you can And everything 
from praise to the worst condemna- 
tion of them In the official -records. 
More than this, there have been scan- 
dals about them, • Congressional -in- 
vestigations, with various persons 
named. During all this time we have 
been treating the submarine boat as 
something new and belonging to the 
latter-day Invention, But In the last 
volume of tho naval records of the 
civil war 1b a picture of a submarine 
boat, Invented by a Confederate naval 
officer. . 

The picture taken from one In the 
museum at Richmond, Vn., looks very 
like the croft over which there has 
been bo much dispute for a few years 
past Tho supmarlnfi boat or forty 
years ago was invented - by H. L. v Hcn- 
ley, and was to be used as a torpedo 
boat to attack the blockading vessels 
of the United States. ' Henley had 
confidence In it, for a brief account Is 
given of bis attempt to pass under 
some ship, when he failed, and he and 
seven men were lost. "We could not 
attempt 4o rescue them," says the ac- 
count, 'Tor they went down In nine 
fathoms of water." It Is recorded 
that "bubbles appearea" " which 
marked .the place where they went 
down. — Washington PobU

TREE THAT DRIES UP SPRINGS. 



Eucalyptus Should Not Be Planted In 
Their Vicinity. 
At a recent meeting of the National 
Agricultural ' Society of Prance M. 
Lomey reported, according to Cos- 
mos, that the eucalyptus la a danger- 
ous tree In. the neighborhood of 
springs, -which It dries up rapidly, "I 
have seen," said he, "a eucalyptus 
'whose roots had penetrated 
into the pipes of a sink. 
The fountain that supplied the 
house had been destroyed by the 
roots of neighboring eucalyptus trees, 
which It -was necessary to cut down. 
At the forestry station of St. Ferdi- 
nand, hullt near a spring that Issues 
from a natural grotto, the roots of the 
eucalyptus trees planted absve have 
penetrated the fissures In the rack 
and have completely covered the In- 
terior of the grotto ■with a thick vel- 
vety layer formed by an Innumerable 
quantity of tiny rootlets, short and 
tufted, similar to those by which- the 
Ivy clings to walls.. Owing to their 
energetic absorptlvo power .these root- 
lets, greedy for water, bad also In- 
vaded and choked the conduits bo that 
the outflow from tho spring was great- 
ly reduced; .We may say, then, that 
although certain species ot eucalyptus 
are valuable aids In dry lug marshy 
land It is prudent to keep from plant- 
ing them In tbe neighborhood of 
springs used for domestic purposes or 
irrigation."

- A mob of Infuriated citizens' in Belle- 
ville at J midnight lynchedj'W. T. Wyatt, 
a ^colored -school; teacher, of East St. 
Louis/ two hours after he had shot and 
mortally wounded Charles. Herte), county 
superintendent of .schools, because, the 
latter refused to renew bis teaching cer- 
tificate. The colored man was hanged 
by the .mob despite the -appeals ot tha 
Mayor- and other officials for order. :-.Tha 
mob conducted its' work hi a perfectly or- 
derly manner, and many of the citizens 
of Belleville know nothing of the lynch- 
ing. 

Hcrtel was shot in his office, by the 
teacher, who had called to have his cer- 
tificate renewed. A young man named 
Fielder was In the office. when tho shoot- 
ing occurred. He grappled with Wyatt, 
but tho negro beat him off with tho butt 
of his revolver, Inflicting a i eve re scalp 
wound. A passing policeman .hurried 
Into the^room nhd'suoceeded in- arresting 
the negro. He was hurried to, the county 
Jail and the. place was surrounded with, 
policemen, as It was feared that a mob 
would form." 

A couple of hours passed when sud- 
denly an orderly crowd of determined cit- 
izens appeared before the jail nnd forced 
a passage to AVy alt's cell. Securing the 
prisoner they dragged him out and hang- 
ed him. Before being executed Wyatt 
arise rted the shoot lug. was the result of ft 
political grudge. Wyntt wan" hanged to ft 
telephone pole In the. public' square la 
front of the court house.' After ho was 
pronounced dead his body wns burned. 
Superintendent Hcrtel was removed to 
the hospital. The ball entered bis right 
breast near the nipple nnd ranged up- 
ward. He Is unable to use his right 
srm, but Is renting well, ■ nlthough the 
ball la still In his body. State's Attorney 
Farmer will make every effort to fix tho 
responsibility of the lynching upon tho 
lenders. Wyntt was n graduate of tha 
University of Michigan and Was not re- 
fused a teacher's certificate because ot 
lack of knowledge, but because charges 
of Immorality had been preferred against 
him.

Hundred Perleh ami III k Cotton Hills 
Crumble In South Cnrollna. 

By q tremendous cloudburst' from 75 
to 100 persons lost their lives at Spar- 
tanburg, S. 0., and at l'acolet and Clif- 
ton. The xrent cotton mills which have 
built up the neighborhood to a high stato 
of prosperity, were wiped out by tha 
i-ama Hood. The Pacolet mills, at Spar- 
tunburg, thus destroyed, were the prop- 
erty of Victpr.N, Montgomery, who own- 
ed the mills nt New Holland, On., which 
were crippled by the tornado near Gaines- 
ville a few days before. 

The storm Settled over Spartanburg 
Friday night, gathered force until It 
brought a giant cloudburst, the downpour 
from the clouds sweeping away the dams, 
which In turn settled, Into a vast swirling 
strenm, which rushed through the valley 
where the mills were situated, 

Saturday afternoon' the. waters wero 
roaring above the homes In a settlement 
where on Friday a thousand laborers 
were busy. The property . loss, it Is be- 
lieved, will reach ?2,000,000, 'Many cot- 
tages were swept away In the_ terrific 
flood with their Imnntes, who were asleep 
when the storm ' burst upon them and 
cat off their chance .of escape. 

Pncolet nnd' Clifton are situated In the 
defiles of two valleys and most of the 
homes of the workmen nre located In the 
valley, Hour the mills' In which they la- 
bored. Their situation was trap-like, and 
the bursting cloud filled the valley with 
Its flood of water. 

The Pacolet River rises in the moun- 
tains forty mlics above, nnd ordinarily -It 
Is just large enough to furnish power 
for the cotton factories. It Is now a 
giant mill race. 

The greatest disaster was at the village 
of Pacolet, There were three cotton mills, 
known as Pacolet Mills Nos. 1,,2 and 3, 
Nos, 1 mill 2 have been washed away, 
together, with n number of warehouses 
filled' with cotton goods and raw cotton. 

Resides the mills at Facolct the Pres- 
byterian Church, h, hotel, a livery stablo 
and a. number of dwellings wore washed 
awny by the flood. The water Is running 
through the windows of tb^ Southern 
Railway station there. Box cars stand- 
ing on the tracks were washed nwny. All 
tlie water power dams on the river ars 
gone. The flood carried away at least 
three bridges' oh the main tine of the 
Southern Railway. ' 

President Twltcholl, of the Cliiton 
mill, locnted nt Clifton, R. C, telegrnphed 
to F. J. Peltier,, one; of the largest stock- 
holders, thnt No. 3 mill there is wrecked, 
No. 1 and Ko', 2 partially destroyed and 
several warehouses swept /awny. Tho 
dltpatch said: "There hns been heavy 
loss of life,. C lends le mill (No. 1 Con- 
verse) is. Intact, but the dam and several 
warehouses have been swept away."

Hotel and' the Chicago Reach Hotel. In 
each case the tie-up was complete. 

,The first strike was called nt Vogel- 
sang's, restaurant.

Fierce Forest Fires Civa state Vaat 
Area* of Laud. 

Forest fires, caused by the forty-nine 
days* drought, have enveloped the entire 
eastern section of the United States nnd 
Canada In their grasp. 

Thousands of acres of timber land' 
have been laid waste, villages have been 
obliterated and the d auger to life and 
property is .increasing hourly, 
' Immense districts In Maine, Vermont, 
New Hampshire, New York, Connecticut, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania are broad 
ihcetB of flame, and along the eouthcrn 
ihore of 'I/ong Island, encroaching as 
close to New York oa Train Meadows, 
fust outside of Long Islnnd City, the 
(Ires have- gained such bendwny as to 
cause the suspension it all other work 
to prevent their' farther Bpread. 
, John D. Rockefeller has a big force of 
men sprinkling Ills gardens and watch- 
ing for fires which might start In his 
$200,000 private park of 2,000 acres. 
, Fires, started by a locomotive. spark, 
have.bnnied over hundreds of acres, near 
Lake wood, N. J. The famous marble 
palace of George Gould lies directly In 
the path of the flames, and is surrounded 
on aU.sldCB by dry pines. \x 



Owing to the vast number of com- 
plaints forwarded to the Postoulce De- 
partment at' Washington by the proprie- 
tors' of country stores and other local In- 
dustries, mi' order has been Issued dis- 
continuing the ; practice of sending to a 
large number of tuatiufncturtug concerns 
and mail order firms throughout the coun- 
try^ dally bulletins- containing Informa- 
tion regarding the establishment of local 
routes, their location and the names of 
the ciirrlers. 

This practice o£ distributing Informa- 
tion wholesale under a government fmnk 
was held to be unjust discrimination in 
favor of the hlg concerns of the country, 
and against the Industries of the rural 
communities. 

The second step in the endeavor to 
correct the' existing- conditions will ba 
taken by Postmaster General Payne 
within a few days, when he will Issue 
nn;., order ■' enlllng -the attention of the 
eru ployes of the rural; free delivery ser- 
vice to that section of the postal regu- 
lations which-, prohibits n carrier on a 
rural route from acting as agent for any 
.firm In the snle of commodities to patrons 
along his line of route. 

The third step will be taken by the 
Postmaster General' some time In the 
near: future by rescinding the order is- 
sued some months- ago instructing each 
postmaster to post In a conspicuous 
plnco In his Jolllce, the hanies and ad- 
dresses of patrons along the rural routes 
branching put : from his headquarters. 

Eyer since* this Jast'order was issued 
the department has been deluged with 
complaints and petitions, requesting, 
urging and even demundlng its revoca- 
tion. \ •''.':■ 

One of the most serious aspects of the 
case Is considered to be that with regard 
to rurnl carriers acting as agents for va- 
rious concern's.'* .It 1b this practice which 
more than, any other has enabled the 
mall order firms to secure a strong foot- 
hold In rural communities and to make 
grent Inroads Into the business of their 
local competitors, 

Many of the petitions received snld 
that rural carriers in certain communi-

Sour, stoves, lamps, harness, sewing ma- 
chines, In fact everything that Is Includ- 
ed' In the assorted stock of a country 
■tore and many things that arc not. 

The officials of the Fostofflce Depart- 
ment declare' that every effort will be 
made to prevent the alleged discrimina- 
tion against local industries and to pre- 
serve the popularity of the growing ser- 
vice, which Is dally becoming a more Im- 
portant-branch of the postal system,

VrcnCh Steamer Llbaa In Collision

The collision was wit- 
nessed from the. pilot boat Iileckamp, 
which was ubout'two miles distant, The 
Blechntup Immediately repaired to' the 
spot to render assistance. The force of 
the. collision hud- cut a great hole hi the 
Libap's side, and she ulrendy was filling 
with"*' "water rapidly..

For a few moments the' victims 
were seen struggling lit the sen, then the 
waves closed over them nnd all was Hi-.
